Seine  as  Itist  week,     However,   the  average  grade  in  Oklahoma  inproved.  slightly  fron  97«5  '^^  SCO. 

Certificates  received  fron,i?exas  showed  the  highest  average  grade  of  102.0  in  District  4  (Blp.ckland 
area),  and  the  lojTest-  of  66-,  whi ch  was  a  slight  increase  over  the  previous  week,   in  District  9 
(Upper  Coastal  counties) .     •  ■ 

Seed,  delivered  to.  oj.1  nills.  in  Oklahona  continued  to  reflect  inprovenent  in  grade  with  District  7 
(southwestern  OkLahor,a)  again  sho.wing  the  highest  average  grade  of  100. 5*     Even  though  the  grade  of 
seed  inproved  considerably  in  District  S  (central  eastern  Oklahona),   this'  district  showed  t'he  lov^- 
est  average  gTadq  of  .91.0.  ,  .      "  *' 

Prices  of  Cottonseed;     The  average  price  paid  for  v/agon-lots  of  scod  by  ginners  in  Texas  ranged 
from  $34.80  in  District  9  to  $58.10  in  District  4.     The  State  average  was  $53,  or '20  cents  hi'-gher 
than  last  week.  •  . '  •  -

Oil  mill  px-ices  quoted  in  Texas  ranged  fv6o  $55  ^°  *^2  per  -^on  basis  grade  (lOO)  f  jO.b.  gins.  The 
generally  prevailing  price"  in  Oklahona  was  $60.  -. 

Receipts  of  cottpnseed  at  eil  nills  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  current , season . totaled 
l,533,Cr;C  tons  against  2f  400,000- tons  a  year  earlier,   according  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census. 
Although  receipts  were  only  about  64  per  cent  of  those  in  the  sane  period  last  season  the  corres- 
ponding figure  for  crushings  \7as  94  J?^^  cent.    Crushings  totaled  ^l3,Q0O.  to^is  for  the  3-;-onth. 
period , against  978,000  a  year  ago.     Stocks  of  cottonseed  at  oil  nillg  totaled  833,000  tons  on' 
October  31,  1945-  against  1,541,000  on  the  sane  date  in  IS^-A.     Stocks  at  the  begi^ining  of  the 
season  totpjed  220,000  tons  against  llS.OOO  tons  on  August  1,  1944^
